BUBBLES OF SOAP 
TO FOOL DOCTORS 


Newark, N. J., April 1—At a time 
when his fellow-countrymen would 
have exchanged a field piece for a 
cake of castile, plain Franz von 
Rintelen, convicted German plotter 
with an aversion for the Atlanta 
penitentiary, was blowing soap bub- 
bles in the Newark jail, in an effort 
to convince examining physicians he 
was suffering from tuberculosis. 

This became known today, when 
officials of the jail asserted the ex- 
German naval officer had ‘“dbor- 
rowed” all the soap possessed by 
his fellow prisoners and, after hav- 
ing eaten it by the pound, had 
emitted from his lips a foam which 
for a time puzzled the doctors. But 
the unpalatable meal was eaten in 
vain, for, still shouting bubbles, Von 
Rintelen was shipped south.

LIBERTY BONDS 
GUING ABOVE PAR 


Before Date of Maturity, 
Says Secretary Glass. 


Secretary Explains Drop.. 


Financial Condition of 
Country Sound. 


Washington, April 1.—Confidence 
in the financial condition of the 
country and its ability to float the 
forthcoming Victory Liberty loan 
was expressed today by Secretary 
Glass, in replying to the suggestion 
of Senator Calder, of New York, 
that a special session of congress 
should be called to stop deprecia- 
vfén in the market price of Liberty 
honds. 

Far from agreeing that the de- 
cline in outstanding bonds might 
jeopardize the popular campaign 
for flotation of the Victory issue 
this month, thereby tying up 
credits by forcing the banks to 
take the new bonds, Mr. Glass de- 
clared that he was assured the 
treasury’s efforts to solve the 
financial problems of the country 
would have the support of a “unit- 
ed and victorious people.” Depre- 
ciation in bonds, he said, hag been 
the result of artificial causes, and 
he knew of no one who did not be- 
lieve that all Liberty bonds would 
sell above par before maturity. 

“There is today no insufficiency 
of credit for the needs of any use- 
ful enterprise, nor insufficiency of 
gold to support our credit struc-

‘ President Wilson today explained 
that he was willing to accept his 
share of responsibility for the peace 
eonference delay. He was careful 
to point out that the slowness of 
the negotiations was not due to any 
single country or its representa- 
tives. He declared emphatically, 
however, that the time for talk was 
virtually finished and that now was 
the time to show results. 

Feeling of Apprehension. 

A feeling of apprehension over 
the lack of progress on the peace 
treaty persists in American circles 
here, although it is stated in au- 
thoritative quarters that differences 
which have arisen have not reached 
the status of a deadlock. 

The principal difficulty has been 
found in settling upon reparations 
according to the new method of 
payment suggested by the French 
delegation. This plan was present- 
ed on Saturday before the council 
of four and covered twenty type- 
written pages. It is said that the 
frontier question now turns on the 
securing of military safety along 
the Rhine.

STRIKE IS VOTED 
BY GERMAN MINERS. 

Essen, April 1.—Delegates from 
the “révolutionary” miners, repree 
senting 195 mines, have voted at a 
meeting here to begin a general 
strike and not-to take up work 
again until their demands are fully 
complied with. The vote was 467 
to 8, 

The miners’ demands include the 
immediate introduction of a aix- 
hour day, including the time spent 
in entering and leaving the mines; 
a 25 per cent increase in wages: 
recognition of the council system; 
the immediate release of political 
prisoners; the immediate creation 
of a revolutionary workmen's mili- 
tia; the immediate dissolution of the 
existing volunteer corps: the dis- 
armament of the police in the min- 
ing districts, and payment by the 
nation for the days they have been 
on strike, 

The miners sent a message to the 
governing council at Budapest con- 
taining brotherly greetings and the 
delcaration that they were inspired 
by thé victory of their Hungarian 
comrades over “the accursed class,” 
and adjuring them not to rest until 
they had overcome al] their enemies. 
The Essen miners further an- 
nounced that they would fight 
Shoulder to shoulder with their 
Hungarian and Russian brothers, 
with all] means in their power to 
compel the establishment of soctal- 
istic soviet government, in the con- 
viction that they could break the 
yoke upon the proletariat of all 
countries.

By Transport El Sol 


To Save the Scranton 


New York, April 1.—The Ameri- 
can transport EI] Sol arrived here 
today with a story of a long fight 
in a storm to rescue a rudderless 
sister transport, the Scranton, dur- 
ing which three sailgrs lost their 
lives. The Scranton, bound for 
Brest, is still at sea, but presum 
ably in the hands of a naval tug, 
which was sent out to take up the 
work of rescue. 

On March 27, 
900 miles out from 
homeward bound from Bordeaux, 
she picked up a wireless call for 
help from the Scranton, which eft 
New York March 23. Under full 
steam the El Sol headed for the 
distressed vessel, picking her’ up 
after steaming seventeen knots in 
42 minutes. The Scranton had lost 
her rudderhead and for forty hours 
the El Sol stood by. Twice she at- 
tempted to take the disabled ship 
in tow and twice the hawser broke. 
The Scranton then Jowered a boat 
with a third cable, but the heavy 
seas swept the boat under the 
transport’s stern where it capsized. 
Two of the crew were washed away 
and drowned: the remainder clung 
to the upturned craft.

AMERICANS TO PARIS 
TO WORK FOR IRELAND 


New York, April 1.—The commit- 
tee appointed at the Irish race con- 
vention held recently in Philadel- 
phia to urge self-determination for 
Ireland before the peace conference 
at Paris sailed for Havre teday. The 
chairman of the committee is Frank 
P. Walsh, former joint chairman of 
the war labor board, and the others 
are Edward F. Dunne, former gov- 
ernor of Illinois. and Michael J. 
Ryan, former public service com- 
missioner for Pennsylvania. 

“Our plan of procedure,” said Mr. 
Walsh, “is first of all to present 
Ireland’s cause to our own repre- 


It may be possible that we shal) 
aiso take the matter up with the 
English representatives. We will 
request that Messrs. Plunkett, De 
Valera and Griffith be allowed to 
present Ireland’s case first to the 
peace conference. We may assist 
these gentlemen if we are allowed. 
If this request is denied we shall 
ask that we be allowed to appear 
oursélves in behalf of the people of 
Ireland. 

“We are hopeful tnat one of these 
requests will be granted. We have 
heard nothing to the effect that 
England was not inclined to act 
along the line of President Wilson’s 
fourteen points, in which event she 
would only have to withdraw her 
army of occupation from Ireland 
and the Irish republic would go 
right ahead and function.”

“Our reserve, the greatest in 
amount in the world, the greatest 
in relation to circulation and depos- 
it in any of the countries which 
were engaged in the war, was on 
March 28, 1919, 51.9 per cent of the 
combined federal reserve note and 
deposit liabilities of the federal re- 
serve banks. This compares most 
favorably with a combined reserve 
of 49.8 per cent on November §&8, 


1918, just before the armistice, par- |

“The government’s expenditures, 
which shortly after the armistice

LABOR TENDENCIES 
IN GREAT BRITAIN 


Boston, April 1.—Labor tendencles 

Great Britain as observed by 
members of the European commis- 
sion of the National Industrial Con- 
ference board, are outlined in a re- 
port made public here tonight. The 
commission, of which Charles W. 
Asbury is chairman, is now visiting 
industrial establishments in the 
north of England. 

The commission reports that much 
of the present unrest in Great 
Britain may be attributed to the 
that advances in wages have 
not kept pace with the increase in 
the cost of living during the war. 

France and Italy also are included 
within the scopé of the commission's 
investigation, and its members have 
discussed with a prominent official 
of the Italian government the sub- 
ject of Italian emigration to Amer- 
ica. This official, the report says, 
intimated that Italy, because of her 
financial needs, was disturbed over 
the possibility that immigration re- 
strictions by the United States would 
check the normal movement of her 
workers to this country, and that 
Italy was willing by governmental 
supervision and selection to help im- 


prove the character of Italian emi- 


gration to this country.

Scissor Grinder Died Rich. 


| (From The St. Louis Pust Dispatch.) 


Sosthene Gallais, former whole- 
ice cream dealer, 
who entered the business in §&t. 
Louis as a scissors grinder, and 
who accumulated a fortune estimat- 
ed by his family at $3,000,000 
through the investment several 
years ago of $30,000 in Oklahoma 
land, on which oil later was found, 
died the other day at his home in 
Tulsa, Okla. 

Gallais’ rise to riches is one of 
the most interesting of the many oil 
romances in Oklahoma. His origina! 
investment had lain dormant for 
years and he did not know oil had 
been discovered on his land until 
he received his first royalty. Since 
then his wealth had increased by 
leaps and bounds until it enabled 
him to become the largest individual 
property owner in Tulsa, caused him 
to erect a 10-story office building 
there aS a monument to the city 
near which he found his wealth 
and carried him wrom a penniless 
boy into influence. 


“Millions for defense but not one 
cent for tribute,” is attributed to 
Charles Cotesworth Pinckney.

Lansing, Mich. April 1—A _ bill 
supplementing Michigan's prohibi- 
tion law and designed to remedy de- 
fects, developed when the supreme 
court nullified the search and seiz- 
ure section of the original act, was 
signed by Governor Sleeper this 
afternoon.

One of the economic mysteries 
of the age is the discrimination 
against the southern ports of this 
country in the foreign carrying 


In an interesting review of the 
situation, Mr. Hollomon, in yester- 
day’s Constitution, showed that, 
while Atlanta—as the shipping 
center of a vast and productive 
inland territory—is practically the 
same distance from Liverpool via 
the southern Atlantic ports as via 
New York, and by several hun- 
dreds of miles nearer to Havana, 
Atlantic ports in South America, 
and all Pacific ports of both North 
America and South America reach- 
ed by way of the Panama canal, 
practically all of the merchandise 
and raw materials that passes be- 
tween this territory and those for- 
eign ports is funneled a thousand 
miles or so out of the way, via 
New York. 

The ports of the south Atlantic 
are practically idle, while trainload 
trainload of merchandise 


ports through the funnel to the 
to which they are 
nearer by hundreds of miles.

You can see for yourself that when 
your detailed impressions of a man’s 
features, or of his manner, or of his 
breeding, are adjusted to a back- 
ground impression of his being sim- 
ply a man whose order you want, 
then you won't let them develop any 


irrelevant and uncalled for personal 
aversion that might hurt your 
chances for business, as almost any- 
one is likely to do if he is not care- 
ful to form the kind of first im- 
pression I have described. On the 
other hand, neither will you let his 
personal charm or good fellowship 
affect your feeling toward him to 
the detriment of your being able to 
stand out for your price, or your 
terms, or to hold right close after 
him for his business. Likewise your 
feelings toward people you meet in 
a purely social way will not be use- 
lessly influenced by impressions that 
would and should affect your atti- 
tude toward one met in a business 
way, but that have no concern with 
— judgment of people in private

You see, by giving consclous and 
definite recognition to the particu- 
lar part that each person plays in 
your affairs before you let yourself 
absorb detailed impressions about 


him, you start your feelings off in 
the right direction, you might say. 
You won't be going about the world, 
then, with a bundle of arbitrary and 
preconceived standards to which you 
try to make everyone you meet con- 
form. I have a firm belief that 
three-quarters of all what we call 
“wrong-headedness” is simply the 
result of not forcing one’s self to 
frame this sort of basic first im- 
pression both of people and things. 
I have seen so many buyers make 
grievous errors in buying or letting 
details influence their judgment that 
should have had no bearing on the 
particular case in point—and I don’t 
refer particularly to cases where the 


buyer has been led to form a wrong | 


feeling against buying, 
than to the many cases in which 
they overbuy or buy things they 
shouldn't, simply because certain 
points were good points to consider 
in making some other purchase but, 
if a sound general impression of the 
proposition in hand had been first 
taken, would have ‘been of no in- 
fluence at all in the case at hand.

Verdun, “the city of dreadful 
nights,” of empty walis and dese-| 
crated homes, is described in a let- | 
ter from Dr. Henry Alford Porter, |

German Prisoners. 


“Not all the months of shelling. 
could obliterate it,” he said. “The| 
German prisoners all have P. Gd. | 
(prisonieres de guerre) in large 
capitals on the back of their coats. 
In one of the famous cartoons of 
the war, a French newspaper pic- 
tured a column of German pris- 
oners. In the foreground was shown 
a little girl looking questioningly 
toward her mother and asking, 
‘Mummy, are these the men that 
killed dady?”’ 

Dr. Porter sald he met many Ger- 
man prisoners while on his way 
through degsolated Verdun, and said 
they all appeared to be “well fed and 
sullen.” 

His letter follows, In part: 

“There is nothing in Verdun that 
seems habitable or even likely to 
again be habitable. Nothing but tn- 
credible desolation. As one passes 
block after block, street after street, 
the eye grows weary with the 
sights. 

“There is some satisfaction in see- 
ing the-prisoners laboring to re- 
move the acres and acres of ashpiles 
and rubbisH and waste, the work 
of the Hun shells and bombs. 1 
went into the cathedral, but I was 
still out of doors, for the sky was 
visible through the roofless nauve. 
But strange to say, though it occu- 
pies the highest site in the city, it 
escaped complete destruction.

A Pathetie Sight. 

“A pathetic sight in Verdun 
the Protestant church with 
gone and walls largely demolished. 
Over the entrance still stand, in 
what seems like irony, those words 
of the Christ, ‘La Paix Soit avec 
vous’ (Peace be with you). The 
one place in Verdun I wished to see 
was Dead Mdn’s Hill. Well named! 
Dante never imagined anything 
more dismal and terrible. 

“We went by train through a hilly 
but open country. What IT saw was 
a waste of tortured and deserted 
land. Twelve kilometers from Ver- 
dun we got off at what once was a 
village. We could have passed by 
without knowing it.. Not one stone 
left upon another—just hideous con- 
fusion of rock. We climbed Dead 
Man’s Hill. For that miserable hill 
men had died, countless men. More 
men killed there than any battle- 
ground of the war. There are things 
to be seen there not to be put on 
paper, and odors to turn one sick. 
The very soil was assassinated and 
the very trees murdered. We read 
there La Pouce terre de France (the 
peace land of France). 

“And the cemeteries—American 
(just beyond), French and German 
nearby. Twenty-five 
thousand Frenchmen in only one 
cemetery off toward Verdun. We 
walked through the ‘Crown Prince's 
tunnel,’ a mile long, running all the 
way through the hill. Al} along the 
way, on either side, are dugouts, 
where men established thelr billets. 
The trench originally was lighted 
by electricity and heated by stoves, 
and the Germans evidently never 
expected to be driven out. 

“We went back on a handcar anda 
found the view better. As I took a 
last look at ruined, desolated, but 
gloriously proud Verdun, it did not 
seem to me a dead citv anv more. 
It is a city eternally alive, for there 
issue of humanitys war was 
settled. 

“And so IY came to Touilly on a 
train that took two and a half hours 
to go eighteen miles. Touilly is on 
“the Sacred Way,” the road over 
which 30,000 tons of material for the 
defense of Verdun passed daily.”

U.S. Citizen and Wife 
To Be Taken by British 


On Charge of Treason 
Washington, April 1—Secretary 


Baker has approved a request of the 
British military authorities in Tur- 
key that they be permitted to ar- 
rest on charges of treason James 
Spohr, a naturalized American citi- 
zen, and his wife, declared official- 
ly to have been “closely associated 
with the head of the German spy 
system in Palestine and among 
British Indian subjects” The plan 
is to have the couple brought to the 
United States for trial. 

Because the United States and 
Turkey have not been at war the 
arrests could not be made by the 
American military authorities, but 
the judge advocate general’s office 
held that the Britjeh military com- 
mission “under the common law of 
military occupation,” could carry 
out its plan of taking Spohr and 
his wife into custody and turning 
them over to the United States. 

Spohr, said to be of German ori- 
gin, has been employed as a pro- 
fessor at the Saladin Ayoub univer- 
sity in Jerusalem. His wife is of 
Scotch birth, but, according to the 
'charges, is known to have lived at 
German headquarters. Both are ac- 
cused of having engaged in violent 
anti-British and anti-American 
| propaganda, principally through 
speech making and distribution of 
'inflammatory literature. 
| War department officials said 
the case of the Spohrs was very sim- 
ilar to that of Herman Schaeffauer, 
recently indicted in New York un- 
‘der section 1 of the espionage act.
